shock of surprise In learning that that 


smail mills In’ northern New* Hamp- 
shire annually convert some '3,500 cords 
of birch wood Into 170,000 bushels of 
pees. 

The white and yellow birch, the ouly 
species used, Is deliv at the mills 
in’ cord wood form. The sticks are 
peeled of their bark and then sawod 
transversely into sections of a thick- 
ness equal to the-tength of the pesy 
to be. From the saws.these disks are 
carried by endless chains to a work- 
man who operates a swiftly revolving 
bar that.couges out, the small knots 
and other imperfections of the wood. 
Then the pleces pass between a pair 
of heavy roller presses, which score the 
wood In closely parallel Hnes. Another 
palr scores at right angles to the first. 
The tiny Interstices between the check- 
ered lines will be the points of the 
begs, 

The splitting machine has the next 
turn. The cssentin! features of this 
device are a striated cylinder, which 
catches in the scorings and thus feeds 
the disks {nto the machine, and a long 
horizontal knife which jigs up: and 
down with lightninglike rapidity, hbit- 
ting the scored Ines’ with unerring ae- 
curacy as the disks are shoved along 
bencath It. It requires two suct:’ ma- 
chines to complete the work, the first 
splitting the wood into narrow rib- 
bons and the second cutting In the 
other direction Into the slngle pers. 

The continuous stream of pess which 
issue from ‘the machiue passes under 
the sharp scrutiny of women, who 
defily cull out the dark colored beart 
wood and turn tie guod pers aside 
upon an endless chain to carry them 
through the finishinz processes. 

They must be bleached by sulphur 
flames, drial Jn shot killing, polished 
with powdered scapstone jn metal 
lined revolving drums, screened free 
from dirt and finally barsed In canvas 
sacks for shipment. . 

The bulk of this enormous output 
goes abroad to furnish cheap footwear 
for the peasantry of Europe.—Youth’s 
Companion.

Robert McCheyne, John Keats and 
Alexander H. Stephena .as yaletudin- 
arians may have won immortal fame,

with an awful handicap. The world 
pitics the inmates of its hospitals. But 
pity is not the armor bearer stand- 
ing by the chariots of war and wait- 
ing to run to the bidding of its mili- 
tary heroes, The stouter the fist, the 
brondér the lungs, the deeper the 
voice and the more flashing the oye 
of the king, the more inclined are his 
subjects to knecl down and worship 
him. When the lion tamer enters the 
cage of the wild beasts his eye must 
nevet quiver nor his hand - which 
holds ‘the lash tremble even for an 
instant or the powerful beasts will be 
leaping at hia throat. The world has 
but little use for weaklings. It admires 
chiefly the’ man who can lead all his 
contemporaries in the athletic arena 
and strike the hardest blows in the 
battlefield and who is ready to Iace 
every emergency and conquer or die. 
Such a man was the hero of my 
text. What he attempted to do he did 
with his whole body. mind and soul. 
Jehu's spirit was like a floodgate.. 
When he attempted to do anything he 
opened his floodgate and let all the 
waters of his energies rush forth in 
one terrific onward effort. When he 
psyed he played with his whole 
eart. When he worked he worked in 
the same way. os 
This life of Jehu reminds me a 
great deal in its intensity of the great 
English diplomat, Sir Charles Ewan- 
Smith. Some years ago he represented 
his queen at the capital of Fez, in 
the empire of Morocco. While there a 
great Moorish uprising against the 
Christians took place. A movement 
like the Boxers’ uprising in China 
was about to be enacted upon the 
African shores. The Sultan hastily 
sent his messengers to the English 
embassy, saying: “Come quickly! 
Come to a palace, or I cannot pro- 
tect you! Then in the morning I will 
send my troops to escort you and 
your family to the coast.”” Sir Charles 
calmly replied: ‘“‘I do not intend to 
leave; neither do I intend to come to 
your palace for protection. "Tis true, 
may be killed, and my wife and 
children nt be killed, but you go 
back and tell your Sultan that if I 
am_ killed within one month there 
will be another British minister in 
the capital of Fez, and he will be ac- 
companied by a British army, and 
when that British army comes there 
will be no Moorish Sultan in Fez.""

He 
claimed the throne, scattering. all op- 
position before him even)a3 the winds 
scatter the chaff from-off the thrash- 
ing floors of the enst. 

Ah, yes, Jehu waz a man of intense 
energy. When he attempted to do any- 
thing, he was like an exploding car- 
tridge burning up every grain of pow- 
der which it had stored behind the 
ball. Thus to-day the figure of my 
text is Jehu lashing his horses into 
foam. On comes'the future king to- 
wardl the royal palece of Jezrecl. As 
he rushea on the watchman in the 
royal tower carefully scans the ap- 
proaching cavalcade. He says to the 
anxious king beside him, who is soon 
to be murdered. “The driving is like 
the driving of Jehu, for he driveth 
furiously.” So the king assembled bis 
army and went forth to meet Jehu. 
And Joram was slain near to the vine- 
yard of Naboth, which his father had 
stolen by ‘conniving at the murder of 
its lnte owner. Such is the story of 
the advent of Jchu to Israel's: throne, 
from whose life we are going to learn

Study the life of Napoleon Bona- 
parte. Who will say thataeven. his 
cruel; selfish life was not used by 
God as a means of ultimaté good? 
Mime. de Stael denounced his inhu- 
manitiea in these words: “Far from 
gaining assurance in meeting Bona- 
parte oftener, he intimidated me daily 
more and more. I confusedly felt that 
no emotion of the heart could possi- 
bly take effect upon him. He looks 
upon a human being as a fact or os 
a thing, but not as a fellow creature. 
He does not hate any more than he 
loves. There is nothing for him but 
himself. All other beings are so many 
ciphers. The force of his will lies in 
the imperturbable calculation of his 
selfishness.” And yet this man, thus 
characterized by the far-sighted 
Frenchwoman, this selfish monster, 
this human Frankenstein, who con- 
quered and betraygi millions of homes 
with no more compunction®= than a 
cook would break a few eggs to make 
an omelette.for breakfast, was the 
man who stopped the horrors of the 
French revolution and demolished the 
guillotine with one stroke of his sword, 
Dare we state that God does not at 
times use even the sins of his Jchus 
for a good purpose? ‘ ; 

In your life and mine we may be 
doing good ip a wny. We may be 
helping some #ien. We may be kind 
to some people. But a good deed 
here and there does not make us chil- 
dren of God. Jehu was able to avenge 
the death of Naboth. In the rumbl- 
ing of his chariot wheels we can see 
the tall, gaunt form of Elijah the 
Tishbite nding over a bleeding 
corpse and pointing his condemning 
fingor at the cringing and cowering 
king and queen while he says, “Thus 
saith the Lord, In the place where 
dogs licked the blood of Naboth shall 
dogs lick thy blood—even thine.”’ And 
of Jezebel also spoke the Lord, say- 
ing, “‘The dogs shall eat Jezebel by the 
wall of Jezreel.’’ But because Jehu 
was commissioned to fulfill Elijah’s | 
prophecy that did not make Jehu a 
child of God. Do not deceive your- 
selves. Not all God’s instruments 
are his children. Wicked men, to 
serve their own interests, may do 
things which fulfill God’s purposes, 
but he does not reward them by mnak- 
ing them his children. Let no man j 
think that he is necessarily a child of + 
God because he has done him service. 
Jehu executed vengeance on Ahab, 
but he was a murderer. 

We can find helpful lessons from a 
bad man’s life as well as from the 
life of a good man. Thus to-day, as | 
we see the revolving wheels of Jehu’s | 
chariot rushing on toward Jezrcel, we | 
learn that when success comes to a 
great, strong life it generally comes 
suddenly. It is not a gradual com- } 
ing. It is a sudden change. A man 
wins fame, as a rule, suddenly. A! 
man goes to work as a youth. He 
works and labors year in and year 
out, for the most part in comparative 
obscurity. Then, after he has gath- 
ered ‘all the material and dug the 
foundations for the temple of fame, it 
Seems os though that temple comes to- 
gether and takes form in the twig 
ling ‘of an eye. Opportunity kn 
at the’ man’s door, crying: “Wake up! 
I am here! Follow me at once!” 
The man leaps from his couch and 
follows Opportunity, and, lo, in an 
hour his success is won! Such was 
the meteoric career. of our Jehu. 

Let us hunt up this Jehu a few 
days before he steps into his chariot 
to ride to the royal palaccs in. Jez- 
reel. He was at Ramoth-gilead fight- 
ing the Syrians. Ramoth-gilead was a 
frontier town, sometimés belonging to 
Israel] and sometimes belonging’ to Sy- 
ris. At this time it belonged to Is- } 
racl, but tho King of Syria was try- 
ing to regain it. Joram, King ‘of 
Israel, had been fighting and had 
been wounded, so he ‘retired to Jez- 
reol till’ his wounds’ healed, leaving 
Jehu and other officers in charge. When 
we enter the offiters’~ quarters we 
see a council- of war. Here: are -all 
the generals or chief officers: in’ earn- 
est conversation: --In the midst of 
them is a strong, powerful face with 
set jaws and a physique of iron. “‘Who 
is that man?”

' Now, what do I learn from the mur- 
ders and crimes of this ancient Jehu, 
who would slay men and women and 
children if thereby he thought hoe 
could hold his crown with more case? 
Why, simply this—the higher a man 
in life the greater temptations he 
as to bear. Uniess we take Christ 
with us in our temporal prosperities we 
shall surely fail see As far as 
T can make out, Jehu was a square, 
true man until he was anointed xing 
of Israel, but no sooner did proepgay 
come to him than he was swept by 
temptation off his feet. O man, you 
who are now doing barrack duty in 
Ramoth-gilead, beware if you attempt 
to go to the royal palaces of Jezreel 
without Christ! Beware when you be- 
gin to win financial and temporal suc- 
cess! If you do not cling close to 
Jesus, your spiritual fall will be as 
complete as was that of Jchu. 

Oh, the awful temptations of suc- 
cess! Who in his own strength can 
withstand them? Not one, not one. 
An old proverb tells us that “many a 
man going up the hill of prosperity 
meetexhis soul coming down.” ‘Mr.

That simile in 
plain English means: Many a man 
when going through the financial 
struggles obscurity, many a man 
doing the daily tasks of ordi :

true. But give Jehu a throne—what 
then? Let hini>move his chariot and 
drive from Ramott-gilead to Jezreel, 
then man, intoxicated by fame 
or success, throws all his integrity 
and purity and justice to the four 
winds. O ye men who are moving out 
of your cottages into your mansions! 
© ye merchants who are now coining 

‘our gold! O ye women-who are push- 
ine into the front ranka of social suc- 
cess! Read the tragedy of Jehu! Read 
about the brusque soldier who be 
came a temporal king, but a spiritual 
pauper. 

There is still one more lesson which 
we should learn from this swift chari- 
oteer. When God called Jehu to the 
Tsraelitish throne; God anointed him 
king of Israel by the hand of a hum- 
ble man. He did not*call Jehu to be 
the king of the Hebrew people, as 
Saul on the Damascus road was sum- 
moned to the apostleship sd a divine 
voice from the clouds. Jehu never 
talked with God [ace to face, as Moses 
talked with him. Jehu was called to 
hil greatest opportunity of life by the 
anointing hand of a common man.

JUDGE HORNE IS DEAD. 


Senior Judge of Essex County Dies 
After One Day’s Sickness. 

Windsor, Feb. 4.—After an illness 
of y one day, Charles Robert 
Horne, senior judge of the Essex 
County court, died suddenly Satur- 
day night. He was rubject at: times 
to weak spells on account of an af- 
fcetion of the heart. 

Judge Horne was born in St. Vin- 
cent, West Indies, 70 yeara ago, His 
peek | life was spent in Bath, Eng- 
land. In 1855 he went to Toronto and 
studied law. After being admitted to 
the bar he came to Essex County, 
first going to Amherstburg. He camo 
to Windsor-in, 1867, entering into 
partnership, with Justice Killam, 
chairman of the railway commission.

Ottawa, Feb. 5.—At the. opening of 
the House. of Commons yesterday 
afternoon, on the ordera of the day 
being. called, Sir Wilfrid Laurier rose 
and said: ; 

“Mr. Speaker,—For reasons. that 
will be appreciated even before they 
are uttered, I’ rise to suggest that the 
House should not proceed with busi- 
ness, but/that it should be adjourn- 
ed. Honorable gentlemen arc aware 
that Lady Victoria’ Grenfell, the ‘el- 
dest daughter of ‘Their Excellencies, 
the Governor-Gencral and Countess 
of Grey, has departed ‘this life. A 
young woman, not yct 20 years of 
age, happily married, the mother of 
three children, has succumbed last 
evening to an insidious disease, 
against which she had fought: with 

reat fortitude, - but unfortunately, 
ought in vain. 

“Sir, the relations which have al- 
ways existed between the holder of 
the office of Governor-General and 
the people of this country have al- 
ways been so intimate and, I may 
say, so affectionate, apd never have 
Canadians been indifferent to any 
incident in tho life of the incumbent 
of .the office. * 

“Indeed, sir, these affectionate re- 
lations have continued even. after 
the official connection of our Gover- 
nors-General with Canada have been 
severed. Whatever may have happen- 
ed to them and their families, wheth- 
er of joy or of sorrow, and more par- 
ticularly of sorrow, the Canadian 
people have sympathetically desired 
to share it. I think I may say that 
this is more particularly true of the 
present incumbent of the office than 
even of hia predecessors. It will be. 
admitted by all that although their 
excellencies have been in this coun- 
try only a little more than two years, 
they have entered most cothpletcly 
into the life of the Canadian people. 

“The sad event at Government 
House is doubly painful from the fact 
that it occurred almost in the midst 
of festivities which have been organ- 
ized by their excellencies ‘to promote 
and encourage art in this country. It 
is painful to reflect that even while 
these festivities were in progress the 
angel of death hovered at the door, 
and it was only their high sense of 
duty which impelled théir excellen- 
cies not to postpone these functions. 

“Under these circumstances tho 
sympathies of the members of this 
House, the sympathics of the people 
of Canada, will pour out to their ox- 
cellencies in their bereavement. 
From every father and every mother, 
in this Innd there gocs forth the 
prayer. ‘That He alone who can com- 
fort may grant fortitude and consola- 
tion to their excellencies in this sad 
hour of their affliction,’ 

“T have the honor to move, second- 
ed by Mr.. Borden, that this House 
will now adjourn.” 2 

R. L. Borden added: “The right 
honorable the Prime Minister has 
most fittingly and eloquéntly voiced 
the feelings that are uppermost in 
the hearts of the members’ of © the 
House, and in the hearts of the Cana- 
dion people to-day.

Train Ran Off Track at Trainer's Cut 
Near Guelph — In Taking Sharp 
Curve Was Thrown Over the Em- 
bankment — Accident Was Caused 
by Broken Rall—Names of Killed 
‘and injured. 


Guelph, Feb. 37.—By the derailment 
of five cars of G. TR.) train’ No. 5: 
from Toronto, in Trainer’s Cut, two 
miles east of this city, at 2.50 yester- 
day afternoon, three lives were Jost 
and half a hundred 


where nt oc- 
curred is about two ‘miles~ east , af 
Guelph, where there isa steep em- 
bankment, 55 feet or more in height. 
A few hundred yards cast of a point 
where a sharp incline takes the’ place 
of the almost shcer declivity and is 
known as Trainer's Cut. 

+ Had the wreck loft the tracks here 
it is probable that all the passen- 
gers would have escaped with a shak- 
ing up, 

There is but a slight curve at the 
spot where the run-off happened, =: 
rails inclining slightly to the nort 
and then curving a trifle southward. 
When the engine reached the break 
the south rail immediately flattencd 
out, one section or rail being project- 
ed about 50 yards to one side. 

The coaches jolted along for a few 
yards ‘until the north rail also spread, 
and after a stumbling course of about 
60 yards along the tics the baggage 
coach, with two passenger coaches 
and parlor car, were wrenched away 
from the express car which clung to 
the tender, and were precipitated over
